Motor trucks in the U.S. during 1959 were doing more work for more people than 
ever before, with registration and mileage totals at new all-time highs. It is not 
a coicidence that Americans make greater use of trucks than any people in the 
world, while at the same time enjoying the highest standard of living. If all the 
truck service received by a typical American family during the year were con- 
centrated at one time, it would amount to one truck working for 78 continuous 
days. The important role of the truck in modern American life becomes more 
apparent in the following pages of statistical tables and charts. 


These are a few of the highlights: 


Motor truck factory sales in 1959, at 1,134,845, reached the highest level 
since 1955. 


Total 1959 motor truck registrations in 50 states amounted to 11,699,318, 
the highest in history. 


Truck transportation industries employ 7.3 million people. 


Special truck taxes totaled $2.7 billion in 1959. Trucks and buses account for 
14% of vehicles on major U.S. toll roads but pay 34% of tolls. 


The great bulk of fruit, vegetables, poultry, eggs and livestock from farms 
moves to leading markets by truck. 


There were more than 3,000,000 trucks on farms in 1959, or three times the 
number in 1940. 


School buses carry 11,350,000 children to school, or more than one-third 
of total. 


New truck registrations in the U.S. totaled 940,181 units, the State of 
California leading with 100,677. 


Trucks of 6,000 pounds or less gross vehicle weight accounted for 50% of 
total factory sales in 1959. School buses were 90% of total bus production. 


More than 1 million truck-trailers and 605,000 truck tractors were registered 
at the end of 1959.
